City of Mexico, Jan. 8.— It is re­ 
ported that two Mexicans accompanied 
John Lin d on his recent trip to Pase 
Christian. These men are said to have 
Bben Sebastian Camacho, an old con­ 
servative of the Porfirio Diaz regime, 
and Antonio Paredes, attorney of the 
Catholic church in the capital. 
The reported presence of the latter 
is taken to Indicate that an active 
part is being played by Archbishop 
Mora in the settlement of Mexican dif­ 
ficulties.

past year shows the highest average 
price ever paid for b eef cattle in the 
open market; the civil war prices of 
the late sixties, which long held the 
record, gave way In Decemb er when 
a prime load of steers sold on the Chi­ 
cago market for $ 11.25 per hundred 
weight. 
Already 
these 
prices have 
had a marked effect upon the cattle 
b reeding industry b y stimulating the 
b uying of pure b red animals. Results 
of the sales held the past few months 
ihow that more high-priced foundation 
stock of all b reeds have 
b een 
pur­ 
chased throughout the 
middle 
west 
than for any similar length of time 
for several previous decades. 
These prices are the real "b ack to 
b reeding” calls heard on every hand, 
to which the farmer on high-priced 
land is lending an open ear. 
During 
the 
past, 
his 
opportunity for cattle 
b reeding has b een ruined b y the cheap j 
lands of the west and south. 
But now 
there is no west, no south, and his ! 
mind is turning to the production side j 
of b eef on the theory that with the 
right kind of prices he can well afford | 
to stock his farm with cattle of his 
own raising. 
Present conditions offer 
b ut little encouragement 
for 
lower 
prices to the consumer, yet his only 
protection from further 
advance 
in 
b eef 
prices 
is the estab lishing and 
maintaining herds of cattle on many 
of the farms throughout the corn b elt. | 
To select 
successfully the founda­ 
tion stock for the 
estab lishment 
of 
these herds a knowledge of the char­ 
acteristics of the various b reeds i s 1 
important and necessary. 
The b reed which will prob ab ly ep’er 
into many of these new herds as any 
other is the Shorthorn, for these cat­ 
tle are popular in every cattle raising 
country in the world and greatly out­ 
numb er all other b reeds. 
Their wide 


rib s should b e long and well sprung 
from the 
b ackb one, the flank should 
b e low, and the paunch of the cow 
large 
enough 
to insure thriftiness. 
Only cows that have strong constitu* 
tioris are desirab le as b reeding ani­ 
mals. 
Besides, the Shorthorn must show' 
a 
great deal of quality. By this is meant 
that the hair must b e silky; the b one, 
joints and horns refined; and a loose, 
pliab le skin must shield an even, elas­ 
tic covering of flesh. In the show ring, 
in the feed lot, and at the killing yard 
nothing is of greater importance 
than 
the indication of quality. 
In addition to quality animals must 
show b eef-making ab ility. 
The 
con­ 
formation 
must 
b e 
compact 
and 
placky; and the flesh must b e deep, 
mellow and well-marb led. 
Back, loin 
and rump should b e wide so as to car­ 
ry as much meat as possib le. 
Thighs, 
rib s and shoulders should b e covered 
with 
thick, firm muscle. 
The legs 
should b e short, 
and 
the 
underline 
level and close to the ground, with the 


There should b e no prominent parts, 
such as the top of the shoullders, the 
hook b ones or the tail head, b ut the 
w hole b ody should b e symmetrical and 
rounding. 
A factor that Is too often overlooked 
in selecting a b reed is the milking ten­ 
dency. 
While it is considered wrong 
to sacrifice b eefiness to milking power, 
yet the cow should b e ab le to give 
sufficient milk to proiverly nourish her 
calf, end tfi — r U . e 'he use of a nurse 
cow' unnecessary.

WOOD ISSUES WARNING 


General Bares Weak ness of U. S. 
in Wartime. 


As s e rts Eight Guns Would Us e Up in 
One Day All Ammunition Arsenals 
Could Turn Out in 24 Hours. 


Washington, Jan. 8.—Explaining his 
judgment was not influenced b y the 
Mexican 
situatiou, 
Major 
General 
Wood, chief of staff of the army, has 
advised committees of congress that it 
should appropriate $ 3,000,000 for field 
guns and ammunition for the regular 
army and $ 3,000,000 for the militia. 
"If you sent our troops into war as 
they are now, without guns or am m u­ 
nition, it would b e ab solute slaughter," 
the general told the house military 
committee. 
"VVe have neither guns 
nor ammunition sufficient to give any 
general commanding an army in the 
field any assurance of success if at­ 
tacked b y an army of equal size which 
Is supplied with its proper q uota of 
field artillery. 
“It is my b elief that no modern war 
b etween first-class powers will last 
for one year. The supply of am muni­ 
tion during the war will b e limited to 
what the arsenals can turn out, unless 
private manufacturers are encouraged 
during times of peace. At present this 
is ab out 1,600 rounds a day, and this 
ammunition under ordinary b attle con­ 
ditions would b e fired b y eight guns 
in one day of b attle. If guns are not 
supplied on the b attlefield with the 
ammunition which they can b e reason­ 
ab ly expected to use, they are not 
efficient, and when guns have exhaust­ 
ed the ammunition supplied they are 
worse than Junk for they must b e pro­ 
tected b y other troops.” 
The general 
suggested 
that 
the 
United States regular mob ile army 
should b e organized Into three Infan­ 
try and two cavalry divisions, with an 
aggregate strength of ab out 75,000, re­ 
quiring 54 b atteries or 216 guns. 
With the co-operation of the state 
governors, the militia, he said, now 
could b e organized into an aggregate 
war strength of 292,000 men. The ag­ 
gregate of the two forces thus would 
b e 367,000 men, or approximately two 
field armies short of the force of 500,- 
000 men. 
These two field armies will 
require 168 guns apiece, or 366 guns.

London, Jan. 8 .—John Jasper was 
found g uilty of killing Edwin Drood 
by a jury of which Georg o Bernard 
Shaw was foreman at a trial conduct­ 
ed by the Dickens Fellowship Loudon 
Branch, in an effort to solv e the my s­ 
tery in Charles Dickens’ last and un­ 
finished nov el, “The My stery of Ed­ 
win Drood,” at King 's hall, Cov ent 
Garden. 
The entertainment took the form of 
court proceeding s, in which John Jas­ 
per, suspected in the nov el of hav ­ 
ing killed Edwin Drood, was placed on 
trial fer murder, C. K. Chesterton, the 
nov elist, acting as judg e. 
About mid­ 
nig ht tho jury rendered the following 
v erdict; 
“In the British spirit of compromise 
we adjudg e the prisoner g uilty of man­ 
slaug hter.” 
A rider to the v tg dict left the pris­ 
oner at the judg e’s mercy and threat­ 
ened those daring to q uestion the find­ 
ing with committal fifr contempt of 
court. 
The jury was composed of the fol­ 
lowing : 
Bernard Shaw (foreman). Sir Ed­ 
ward Russell, W. W. Jacobs, William 
I>o Morg an, William Pett Ridg e, 
Ar­ 
thur Morrison, William Archer, Justin 
H. McCarthy , Francesco Berg er, Ridg - 
well Cullum, Coulson Kernahan, Thom­ 
as Secombe. 
The trial was held under the au­ 
spices of the Dickens Fellowship, and 
many of the leading literary men of 
London took part. 
Shaw’s sallies, 
with 
Chesterton’s 
pompous g rav ity a-s judg e, g av e a most 
enjoy able turn to affairs. 
Roars of laug hter from time to time 
g reeted the jokes, as when, for in­ 
stance, Foreman Shaw, after listening 
to tho prosecuting counsel’s speech, 
hounded from his seat with the char­ 
acteristic q uery to tho judg e: 
“Do y ou imag ine, my lord, that the 
conv ictions of a British jury are g oing 
to be influenced by any amount of ev i­ 
dence?” 
J. Cummin Walters, a well known 
authority on Dickens, 
was 
leading 
counsel for the 
prosecution. 
Cecil 
Chesterton, author of “Charles Dick­ 
ens as a Social Reformer,” acted for 
the d Tense. 
After the v erdict was g iv en the 
judg e then committed ev ery body pres­ 
ent ex cept himself for contempt of 
court, and the proceeding s ended.
